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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-7, 9-44 and 48-50 pending. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 07/1 1/05 has 
been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 43-44 and 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 43-44 and 48 are of indeterminate scope because such claim language 
(treating a subject with a condition mediated by Cathepsin S or inhibiting Cathepsin S 
activity or inhibiting the progression of tissue transplant rejection) which relies on a 
mode of action or underlying cause renders the scope of the claims indeterminate as 
the claim language may read on diseases or disorders not yet understood or known to 
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be caused by or affected by such action or in ways not yet understood. 

Additionally, claims 14, 25 and 28 do not end with a period. Periods must 
appear at the end of each claim sentence. See MPEP 608.01 (m). 



Claims 44 and 48 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 

Claims 1-7, 9-13, 15-24, 26-27, 29-42 and 49-50 are free of any art rejection and 
thus are allowed over the art of record.
